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TEE SITUATION IN ENGLAND. 

Thoae who believed that', thiei ©pUapae 
of the Times case before' the Commis- 
sion would greatly weaken Lord Sulia- 
bury's Government have by this time 
fouuil tlnMiisolveH mistiikeii. The Gov- 
erninoiil iH as strong in I'aflianient aince 
Piggott's breakdown and confuaaion as 
it was before those, events took i^hice. 
Lord Hartlngton is as firm a supporter 
of the Prinio Minister as over lie was, 
and Mr. Cliamborlain's nlliatioe with 
tho Tories baa not been weakened. Tho 
disuovery that the lettera upon wllieh 
the Times depended to prove Mr. Par- 
nell's complicity with crime and outrage, 
the Conservatives maintain, makes no 
difference in the principles for whicli 
they contend. They arc striving to 
preserve the luiity of the Empiri;, which 
they Ijclieve to be tliroateneil by the 
Homo Kule party, and Mr. I'arnell in- 
nocent is oven more dangerous than Mr. 
Pamoll guilty. Tho question at issue 
is really not affected by Mr. ParnoU'B 
guilt or innocence. Tlie Unionists see 
this, am' they theriifon; jiresent as tlrm 
i\ front the Home Kule — wliieh has 
now b. 10 synonymous with the Lib- 
eral — ' . jy as ever they did. Although 
the ataud taken by the Unionists ia 
perfectly logical, it is iiuentionablo whe- 
ther it ia conaiatent. If tho Times 
had been aljle to jjrove I he genuineueasi 
of the l.'tli'ia .•Utril>utefl 10 Mr. IV.rnoU, 
would the Conaervativea ia that Ciiao be 
ready to admit that the issue between 
the parties was in no way connected 
with till' innoconoe or guilt of Mr. Par- 
nell and hia asaociatea? We hardly 
think they would, although it would he 
as true then as it ia now thai tho ques- 
tion of Homo Rule must stand or fall on 
its own merits. 

Although tlie failure, or the apparent 
failure of the Parnell case hna made no 
difference in tho relative strength of 
parties in the Houae of Commons, the 
Liberals believe that it haa greatly 
weakened the government in tho coun- 
try, and they point to recent bye-elec- 
tions as giving good grounds for this 
conclusion. But bye-elections are not 
always to be dopendetl upon aa indica- 
tions of tho direction of tlio current of 
public opinion, and it ia therefore not 
wise to place too much confidence in 
them. But oven if a majority . of the 
people at this moment do feel inclined 
to support Mr. Gladstone and his policy, 
Lord .Saliabury ia determined not to 
give them the chance. Tlie present Par- 
liament haa still three? years to live, 
and the Premier at Watford, the other 
day, declared his intention to coutiaue 
in power as long as he ia supported by 
a majority in Parliament, lie said : 

And if, aa [ am led lo believe by cer- 
tain utterancca I have aeen, there are 
any peo|)lf who imagine that by any 
proecKB whalrver, short of ;t vole of 
want of cuiitidenee lliey eau procure a 
diasolutioii uf ilu; |)resrnl Parliament, 
my impreaaion ia I hey are very much 
mistaken. If the Hou.ae of Commons 
remains of its present mind, if tho pres- 
ent members remain of their present 
mind, no event or no series of events can 
materially alti r the piiailion of partiea 
in the H (ju.se uf Coiaiuona in reaped of 
a vote of waul of confidence, and noth- 
ing but a vote of want of confidence can 

iirocure the diaaolution of I'arliament. 
t therefore seems to me that thoae who 
count on obftnution nr n linHf, nr any 
Other weapons of that kind, for the pur- 
pose of procuring such a dissolution, are 
amusing themselves with a dream which 
will only disappoint them.' ' 

It will be seen from this that Lord 
Salisbury is bound to give the people of 
Great Britain lime for reflection on the 
iaauea of the day, no mailer what may 
be tlie result of the bj'e-electiona in the 
meantime. Three years is a long time 
in the political M'orld. There is no 
knowing what, changes of opinion may 
take place in that time or wliat new 
issues may spring up. There is one 
change which is probaljle, and one which 
cannot fail to alter the aspect of atl'aira 
very materially. There are men who 
do not aeruple to give ])ublic oxprosaioii 
to their couv iction tliat .Mr. Oladatoiie 
will mil IIm- 111 Hcf uiintlicr general elec- 
tion, anil, ."ir.-uige aa it may appear, the 
opinion, huiiietiiiu-a clothed in the coara- 
est languaj^c, ia greeted with loud up- 
plauae by the hearers. This, mora than 
anything lliat we have read, shows tho 
bitterness and the intensity of party 
feeling in Great Britain. 



TEE PATRIOTIC LEAGUE. 

Tho French Governmeiil is troubled 
with a National League. This organi- 
zation is called the League of Patriots. 
Its object was to recover the provinces 
which 1'" ranee had loal in the war with 
Germany. Deroulede was its 

founder. "1.1' iiivaiiehe" » as this patri- 
ot's ruling piisaion. He was greatly 
humiliated liy tho result of tho war, and 
he made it the work of his life to put 
France in a position to regain the ter- 
ritory she had lost. For this purpose 
he formed tt league (leBi).;ned to tit the 
young men of France to l.ecoiiie eliicieni 
Holdier.H. I'',\eiy kind of athletic exer- 
cise calculal.i:d lo improve the pliyaique 
of the members of the league and' train 
them to cndiire hardshipa was practised. 
The Patriotic; League lieeame popular. 
Its inemberHhi]) increaaed rapidlj'. ft 
was at lirat encouraged by the govern- 
ment. Ita founder vaa made one of the 
commissioners of military education, 
and he was intimate with some of the 
leading public men of the country. Suoli 
iin organization could not long remain 
merely educational. It could hardly 
help becoming political. Its 2C}Q,Cm 
inombers wonUl in time conio to fuel 
their hi rength and politicians would be 
pretty sure to attempt to use them for 
the purpose of advancing the objects 
they had in view. And lliis is what did 
happen. Ciombettji was at first 
the hope of the Patriotic League. M. 
Deroulede saw in him the man whose 



mission it was to retrieve tho fortunes 
of Frtu^iV Bn« Gamhetta died while 
tho.LettgTie Jwas in ita infancy. After 
his death the'Leaguo gave its support lo 
rlifforfint public men, but it saw in none 
of them the man of destiny. It was not 
until Boulongor came to tho front that 
the League took a prominent port., in, 
public i^irs. Its lekdeis recognized in 
BtJtde^ger the man who was to lead 
Franca once more to victory. They 
saw iu him, as the Paris correspondent 
of tbo Now York Post says, "A new 
Gainbetta, a soldier ! and o soldier who 
loved soldiers, who had improved their 
beddings, and ^tUe^,l>i«»kfasts > one who 
uoi less than.M. Deroulede himself was 
concerned with the heroes and the lead- 
ers of M. Deroulede. Can you wonder 
that the 'Ligue des Patriotes' iuveiiteil 
lioulangerism" T Boolanger, for hisiport 
accepted the enthusiastic support of tho 
Patriots, and complacently perniitteil 
thdfri" to beliove that be poasesaed 
all tbo talents and the virtiiea 
which they attributed to him. When 
ik>ulanger came to be looked upon as 
daiigcrous'to tho state the League was 
aiipprcsaed, and its leaders prosecuted. 
Whether it will be able to put down so 
hirgo and so formidable an organization 
it is difficult to say. Tho law has great 
power in Franco. In Great Britain to 
put such a league under tho ban of the 
law would be rather to ■ strengthen than 
to weaken it. Whoii its members could 
not moot openly they would have secret 
gatherings, and when it could not jiaaa 
resolutions at public mecthiga it would 
concoct manifestos iu secret conclave. 
Ihit, so far, nothing has been heard of 
any secret movement of tho League. 
The vory unheroic conduct of Boulanger 
lately -will have tho effect of dispelling 
the illusion that he ia the man destined 
to load tho patriots to victory, and to 
recover for Franco tho prestige ami th<' 
territory it had lost in its last struggle 
with the Germans. His own want of 
courage is likely to do more to lower 
him in the estimation of tho ofithusiastic 
young men who form tho " League " 
than anything his enemies can say or do 
against him. 

THE WORLD'S FUEL. 

What ia tho world to do for fuel ai 
a motive power when coal is exhausted 'i 
Both steam and electricity require coal. 
The consumption of coal in every part 
of tho civilized world, on land and sea, 
is enormous. Factories, foundries, rail- 
ways, steamships all depend upon coal 
for thoir usefulne.aa. It is no wonder 
that thoughtful men in different emin 
tries are taking stock of the world's 
supply of coaL It is calculated that at 
tho present rate of consumption Oreat 
Britain's supply will bo exhausted in a 
hundred years. But who is to say how 
long the preaenl rate of consumption 
will bo Ruthcient for its needs. livery 
year the consumption goes on increasing, 
and if the rate of increase ia kept up the 
stock of coal will give out long before 
the hundred years have expired. In 
.-Vinerica anthracite coal is chielly uaed 
for generating steam and for domeatic 
purposes. The amount consumed ia al- 
most incalculable. The Southern Pacitio 
railway alone uses about two thousand 
tons a day. And this consumption is 
alao constantly increasing. Without 
making allowance for the inevitable in- 
crease, it ia estimated that the supply 
of anthracite coal in tho United .States 
«ill not last longer than two hun- 
drod years, but it is said that 
the supply of bituminous coal is 
practically inexhaustible. Nothing 
lias as yet been found to take the place 
of coal. Electricity ia coming into use 
as a motive power and improvemenla 
aro being continually made, but in most 
aituations coal is- required to generate 
electricity. Water can be used for that 
purpose. But there are many places 
where water power is not to be had. 
Tho applicability of electricity aa a mo- 
tive power still requires development. 
Very little, comparatively, is aa yet 
known of its capabilities, but it does not 
appear that there ia-much chance of its 
superseding steam. Ericsson, just be- 
fore bis death, believed that he had 
made the great discovery of his life 
in the storage of heat from the 
rays of the sun. lie hoped that 
the motive power of the future 
was to be drawn from that source. His 
calorie engine was in some degree suc- 
cessful. Suflicient power could bo ob- 
laiued to drive light machinery but it 
was not strong enouj;h to [)ropel a ship. 
It may bo that ho baa pointed out the 
way by which some genius in the future 
will be able to accomplish wonders. 
Petroleum is used as fuel iu Russia, In- 
dio and China. It is said to be the 
cheapest and most satisfactory find ever 
found in that part of the world. Hut 
the supply of petroleum is vory far from 
being inexhaustible. When it gives out 
what is Russia and India to do for 
fuel? There are, no doubt, iiiidiacovered 
coal fields in many jiarts of the world 
that will 1)0 worked when tliOHe frmn 
which the pr(!a(?nt supply ia obtained, 
are worked out, but the day will 
come when those, too, will be ex- 
hausted. It is probable, however, 
long before that day has arrived a 
substitute for coal, both for tin: genera 
tioii of steam and eleetricily and for 
ilomcstic ])UipoHea, will bu diacovered. 
It is impossible for the most profound 
ucientistieven to guess the secrets which 
Nature still hides ' and which will be 
revealed to the' wLse' and persevering 
Hoeker. . 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

TlIK region near the .South Pole is al- 
most literally a "terra incognita. " There 
have been many expeditions to tl.e 
N'orth I'olo and geographers are familiar 
with tbo northern Arctic region. Hu- 
man habitationa have been found within 
five or six hundred miles of tho North 
Pole and explorationa have been pushed 
Htill nearer. Rut the moat daring ex- 
plorers have not been able to got near 
the South Polo. Tho barrier of ice be- 
tween it and the open sea appears to be 
impenetrable. There is, it is believed, 
an Antiarotib coiitinent, ' biit little is 
known of its nature or extent. Ita 
coast ia surrounded by towering ico- 
bergs and iinmonao glaciers, liundreda 
of miles wide, from which isaiie large 
rivers. These prevent the moat liardy 
mid adventurous explorers finding out 
what tho interior of the continent is 
like. But the curiosity of man is insa- 
tiable, and no diiliculty, however great, 
prevents him from attempting to gratify 
It. Although the atteiiiptt to renoh, or 



even to get near, the South Pole have 
hitherto been most unsatisfactory, Pro- 
fessor Nernnayer, of Hamburg, is or- 
ganizing an expedition to tliu Soulli 
Polar regions. His elForta are likely to 
be successful. Ho baa found men who 
are willing to spend their money and to 
•risk theh- lives in making a voyage of 
discovery to the inliospitablo regions of 
the 80iith„ whore, judging from the auc- 
eess of former expeditions, the prospect 
of making discoveries that may be of 
uao to mankind are the reverse of 
bright. 

THE LAW REPORT. 

To THE Editor:— In reply to an 
item ill your paper of Sunday morning, 
referring to the action of Hoste v. The 
Timea, permit me- to say that I had 
heard nuthing.of any' appointment of a 
reporter by the Law Society; and that 
the books of tho society to-day show 
that no such appointment has been 
made. It is probable, however, that a 
lenijKirary airungeiiieiit for reporting 
may have been madi' nn behalf of the 
beucliers, withoul authiirity. To iriMt 
as of (piaai authority a law report pre- 
Iiared by some legal fledgling, whether 
nominoted by the 'Law Society or not, 
appears to me inimical to public inter- 
ests, and addbig another element of un- 
certainty to that expensive form of 
gambling known as litigation.

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THE SAMOAN DISASTER. 



Further Particulars of the Awful 
Catastrophe, 



Tlio Narrow Escape of n.M.S. ciillloiio- 
She Cnubes Into the Vumlnlla-A Day of 
Tenors n^yer to be Forgotten by the 
SnrvlTon. ' 




Tlio. steamshipAlaiiieda, ('apt. 'ittoisc, 
arrived at San JTnuiciseo on .Satunlay, 
from Sydn<iy, bringing many (lotailH,of 
the. terrible oalianiity at Samoii, wliioli 
wero'not previously published. 
! The 'Svini 'Commenced Id hUm on 
Friday aftornobh, March 15tli, ami con- 
tiniiod till Sunday morning. Rain foil 
in toi rents during tlio whole time, and 
great uluuds of sand swept over the town. 

The atorm raged furiously for nearly 
two, clays, and when tlio. wind iinally 
abatodi the ' scene, of, destruction wait 
awfiil.' Oa'ishore'' houses' were uni-oofcd 
and blown down, and trees and fences 
were, thrown across the streets, so that 
passage was almost blockcil. The fleet 
of war ships, whiuh a few thiya l)efore 
had floated quietly in the bay and al- 
most filled the little harbor, lay along 
the beach, wrecked. Out of 17 vunsiil.-i 
wliioli wore moored in the harl)or, mily 
two S'nall schooners rcuuiineJ, anil tlioy 
vrere Imdly daniagi-d.- 

The iKitivi s si i-Mii'd to realize more 
tliHii Hiiyoiii' I'ls- that thf «tofiii wcjnld 
ri'-siill ill invt'nl <\ .tniclioii. 'rhroiigli 
thv liliirkm-.-,, 1.1 I hi' night roithl lie Hel'ii 
th<: light.i (ji tlie men-of-war and even 
aliove ihe rnsliing and rotiring of the 
winil and waves, the Mlioiiliiig of the 
ollieers ami men on Imtnil etinu; faintly 
across the water and strtiek terror to 
the hearts of all wlio listoiicil. Kvery 
luoineiit it smiled :is if t wo or tiiore of 
the great \\'uslii]is v.-ei'e ahimt toeoiiie 
fdgellier. A little after o'eloek tlu- 
first faint rays nf the (l,i\(ii liroke on Ihe 
scene and r've.iled a s|Hela(de not oftcMi 
witnessi.'d. 'I'lie imsitiiiiis of tlie vessels 
were entirely eliaiiged. 'i'lu' wind, 
whieh was hlowiiiL; frnm the nortli-eust, 
had swept them fioiii their toriiier nioiif- 
iiigs, ami they were idl lieiiriiiL; down in 
the direction of the I'eef. I'.iaek smoke 
■was [milling from their fnriiaees, sliuw- 
iiig tliat iles|K;rate ell'uits were lieiiig 
made to kee|) them U)) against the' 
wind. One moment the vessels seemed 
lo .stand upon their beam ends, and the 
next instant the stern wonld rise out of 
tile w ater and e\]io90 ti> view Ihe rnd- 
(lers and i a|iidly-i evolving propellers. 
Then the huge [now wonld hi; lifted 
higli in tlie air, only lo plunge into the 
next wave and deluge the sliips w ith a 
torrent of water. 

About 10 o'clock in the morning ex- 
citemeiil on sliore, which had ipiieted a 
little just after the Xipsic struck, com- 
menced lo grow more iideiise, as llie 
Vandalia and Calliope were in u most 
dangerous position. A cullision lieiweeii 
the two ve.s.suls seemed inevitaliU;, and 
they were both bearing liack again.st the 
reef near tlie point where tlie w reek of 
the Adler lay. The Calliope was near- 
er shore, and her bow was olosq to the 
stern' of' the Vandalia. Great waves 
wore tOiiBing the vessels and they were 
coming closer together every minute. 
The space between the inon-of'.war ili- 
minished. Suddenly 'the great iron 
prow of the Englislunan arose high in 
the air on the crest of an enormous w ave 
and came down with full force on the 
port quarter of the Vandalia, The crash 
was awful. The jib-boom of the Calli- 
ope was carried away ami the heavy 
timbers of the \'andtilia were shivered. 
Kvei v man who stood ui)on the |)oop- 
<leek'of the \',indalia was llirown oil l.i.s 
feet liy the sliock. A Imle h.id lieeii torn 
below the rail and the water washed in- 
to the cabin. At the time it seiined 
that tlie N'linilalia had leei-ived lier 
death-bloH-. Tlie men riishid up the 
hatches in tlie belief that the 
steamer wnn sinking, and it was 
only after great ellbrt tliat the 
ollicer- persmuled them to return. 

Capt, Kane of the lalUupe ileter- 
niilieil lo nial;e an eilurt lo sleaiii out of 
the liarlioi , lis he saw to I'emain in tlie 
posilion which In; then oeeiipied \iiinld 
lead to amit her collision with Ihe Van- 
dalia or throw his ve.s.sel on to the reef. 
He aceordmgly gavi' orders to let go all 
the anelicH'.s. The Calliope's head was 
swung nronnd lo tip; wind and her 
powerful engines were worked to their 
utmost capacity. It wa.s an aiixion.-i 
moment on board the corvette, us with 
her anchor.s up she hat! iiotliiiig bin her 
engines to depend upon to kv.ep her oli' 
thereof. The steamer .seemed to stand 
still for a moment and then the; ra[iidly- 
revolving propeller, took elt'ect, tor the 
vessel moved up slowly against the 
great waves which broke over her bows 
and Hooded the deck from stem to stern. 
Every tension was strained in tlie des- 
perate stnigglc uguiiiuL tile storiii. 

As foot by foot she piwsed alireast of 
the Trenton a great shout went up from 
over 400 men aboard the Hag sliip, and 
three hearty cheers were gi\en for 
the Calliope. " Three cheers for tlu' 
Trenton and the American Hag," was tin- 
answer that came back across the angry 
water. The Calliope passed safely out 
of the harbor and steamed far out to 
sea, returning after the storm ha<l abat- 
ed. .She sustained little iiijnry outside 
the kws of all her boats.
